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Paedophile jailed 
for a second time 


A REGISTERED sex offender 
who was a shopkeeper has been 
given a 15-year prison sentence 
after admitting a series of new 
offences in Southend. 

Davy Nicholls, 52, appeared 
at Southend Crown Court on 
Tuesday after an earlier hearing 
at which he admitted 12 
offences involving children and 
one offence of breaching a sex¬ 
ual offences prevention order. 

Judge David Owen-Jones 
described Nicholls “as a signif¬ 
icant risk to children and mem¬ 
bers of the public and there was 
the likelihood of serious harm 
and further sex offences if he 
was released from custody”. 

Nicholls of Manor Road, 
Westcliff, was told he would 
have to serve a minimum of 10 
years then five years on licence 
if he was considered to be suit¬ 
able for release after 10 years. 

He was also made the subject 
of a sexual harm prevention 
order. 

The court heard in November 
2014, a member of the public 
was in his bric-a-brac shop in 
London Road, Westcliff. 

She saw a suspicious picture 
on his laptop computer that 
was open on the serving desk. 

She contacted police who 
immediately attended and 
arrested Nicholls. 

The court heard an investiga¬ 
tion by the Essex Police online

investigation team found a 
large number of indecent 
images at the shop and on a 
camera and computer. 

Further enquiries established 
that Nicholls had also been 
abusing a girl who was under 
the age of 13. 

Nicholls was charged with 
three counts of sexual activity 
with a child under 13, one 
count of a breach of his sexual 
offences prevention order, one 


count of taking indecent 
images of a child and eight fur¬ 
ther offences of making and 
possessing indecent images of 
children. He pleaded guilty to 
all offences. 

The court heard that Nicholls 
had previous convictions for 
offences of sexually assaulting 
a 12-year-old girl and also pos¬ 
sessing indecent images. 

He was given a four-and-a- 
half year sentence in 2008 and 
was released on licence part 
way through the sentence. 

Investigating officer, Dc Gill 
Partridge of the Essex Police 
On-Line Investigation Unit, 
said: “The child involved in the 
latest crimes was understand¬ 
ably devastated, as were her 
family, to discover that 
Nicholls had been jailed for 
similar crimes. 

“He managed to conceal his 
past and preyed on the girl for 
more than two years. He was 
extremely cunning and tried to 
keep the offences secret but 
fortunately a member of the 
public saw images on the com¬ 
puter at his shop and police 
intervened immediately.” 

The judge praised Dc 
Partridge for carrying out a 
comprehensive investigation 
and the girl’s family also 
thanked Dc Partridge and her 
colleague Dc Kathrine Binks 
for all their help.

THE pier head at Southend Pier will benefit 
from structural improvements later this year. 

The pier has not had any structural work car¬ 
ried out on it since the 1970s. 

A survey of the Prince George extension found 
the concrete piles have corroded significantly. 

Southend Council agreed to give the go-ahead 
to reinforce the piles at a development control 
meeting last Wednesday. 

The work is part of the council’s on-going 
maintenance of the pier. 

Each time work needs doing to the pier, it must 
be agreed by development control because it is a 
listed building. 

Joan Miles from Thundersley and her family 
enjoyed a visit to the pier on Friday. 

Southend Pier is a grade II listed building. The 
surrounding mudflats are designated as a RAM- 
SAR site - wetlands considered to be of interna¬ 
tional importance - a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest and a Local Nature Reserve. 

The original pier structure dates from 1830, 
with extensions added in 1897 and the concrete 
Prince George extension in 1929 to which this 
work relates. 

This section of the pier contains a sun deck 
and the RNLI station. 

The Prince George extension is a very differ¬ 
ent design to that of the main stem of the pier 
being constructed not of structural ironwork but 
reinforced concrete columns and beams with an 
upper and lower deck. 

It is of a significant size and a key part of the 
development of the pier. 

Public access is only possible to the upper 
deck where the RNLI station is located but the 
exposed sides of the structure can be viewed 
from various points adjacent to the Royal 
Pavilion and from the sea. 

Large boats moor against the Prince George 
extension from time to time.

Help needed 
for dementia

THERE are nearly 25,000 
people living with dementia in 
Essex but we know that many 
of them are not receiving the 
help they need. 

In fact, a UK-wide study 


found three quarters of GPs 
feel their patients with demen¬ 
tia are not getting enough sup¬ 
port from adult social services. 

The result is that unpaid fami¬ 
ly carers across Essex are fill¬ 
ing in the gaps. In our report - 
Dementia 2015: Paving the 
Way - we are calling for two 
things to happen. 

Firstly, we need your readers 
to speak to their GP if they are 
worried about their memory. It 
might be nothing, but if it is 
dementia then getting a diagno¬ 
sis opens the door to support. 

Secondly, we need to see 
more funding going to services 
for people with a diagnosis. 

The support in Essex is deliv¬ 
ered by hard working profes¬ 
sionals and it makes a tangible 
difference to people’s lives, but 
we need to go further. 

It is time for the government 
to seize the momentum for 
change, and realise its ambi¬ 
tion to make the UK a global 
leader on dementia care.

Police facing 
lawsuit from 
former TV star

FORMER TV presenter 
Michael Barrymore has filed a 
lawsuit against Essex Police. 

The entertainer is pursuing 
the force for damages after he 
was arrested in 2007 as part of 
a renewed investigation into 
the death of Stuart Lubbock. 

Mr Lubbock was pronounced 
dead hours after being found 
unconscious at Mr Barrymore’s 
then home near Harlow on 
March 31, 2001. 

Nobody has ever faced crim¬ 
inal charges over the death. 

Asked whether the force 
would defend itself against Mr 
Barrymore’s lawsuit, an Essex 
Police spokesman said: “There 
is ongoing civil litigation. Read 
from that what you will.” 

Mr Barrymore was only 
treated as a witness in the 2001 
death probe but was cautioned 
for possessing cannabis and 
allowing it to be smoked in his 
home. 

Mr Lubbock’s father Terry 
made a number of complaints 
about the investigation, 
prompting a new probe in 
2006/07, in which Mr 
Barrymore was arrested on 
suspicion of involvement in the 
death. 

The IPCC report said he was 
investigated in part due to com¬ 
ments he had made in an inter¬ 
view, about which Terry

Lubbock had raised concerns. 

The document, which 
referred to the entertainer by 


his real name, Michael Parker, 
said: “It is understood that 
complaint five is partly based 
on comments made by Mr 
Parker in an interview with a 
reporter for a magazine which 
was published in December 
2006. It is alleged that the 
police failed to investigate Mr 
Parker’s comment that he knew 
people “out there” were hiding 
the truth about what happened 
and that he knows their names 
but is not going to say who they 
are. 

“This was not a matter for 
[the original officers] but was 
considered by the senior inves¬ 
tigating officer in respect of the 
2006/07 investigation, during 
which Mr Parker was re-arrest¬ 
ed and questioned.” 

Essex CPS lawyer Chris 
McCann admitted in 
September 2007 that there was 
“insufficient evidence for a 
realistic prospect of convic¬ 
tion” and Mr Barrymore faced 
no action. 

Essex Police declined to 
comment on Mr Barrymore’s 
lawsuit but said it was still 
probing Mr Lubbock’s death. 

A spokesman said: “The trag¬ 
ic death of Stuart Lubbock 
remains unexplained and the 
police investigation has not 
been closed.” 

A spokesman for Mr 
Barrymore did not respond to 
repeated requests for a com¬ 
ment.

THRILLED bosses at Southend’s swanky Roslin 
Hotel were finally granted planning permission 
for a lavish £1.5m health spa. 

They said the scheme will generate around 20 
extra jobs at the seafront hotel that currently 
employs 120 people and will put Southend on 
the map as destination spa town. 

Southend Council senior planning officer 
Janine Rowley told the packed development 
control meeting that the spa had received over¬ 
whelming support from local business and the 
community with more than 1,000 people signing 
a petition in favour of it. 

Plans for the spa, which will include a roof ter¬ 
race with sea view, five treatments room, a 
sauna, a steamroom and a hydrotherapy pool had 
to be put on hold for a year because of planning 
issues. 

Now with a new team of architects and revised 
plans, the scheme will forge ahead once the 
summer season is over in six weeks time. 

Hotel managing director Jackie Harris told the 
YA she was passionate about Southend and said 
the spa would be the icing on the cake for the 
town’s tourist trade. 

She said: “We have received overwhelming 
support from all the big local companies includ¬ 
ing Southend Hospital, Southend United, 
Olympus, and EGL, and many more. 

“People are bringing money into Southend, we 


are seeing more and more young business peo¬ 
ple in their thirties come here to stay.” 

Jackie said that the hotel was seeing more peo¬ 
ple than ever before from London, who once 
favoured Brighton for a break by the sea. 

The Roslin is a favoured haunt with celebrities 
as well as tired City worker, according to Ms 
Harris. 

Medics on conferences at Southend Hospital 
also enjoy unwinding at the hotel. 

Passionate Mr Harris told councillors and res¬ 
idents at the meeting on Wednesday that she was 
proud of what the hotel had accomplished since 
she bought it nine years ago. 

Jackie said: “We generate a lot for the local 
economy and this new development will mean 
the town’s economy will be boosted further. 

“Southend does not have any destination hotels 
with spa rooms so this will be a key factor in 
bringing more people to the area.” 

Jackie told councillors the hotel encourages its 
workers to cycle or take public transport to and 
from work. 

She said: “We also pay 50 per cent towards the 
cost of bicycles for our workers here at the hotel. 

“We employed three people from Southend 
College this year, this will give these kids a great 
start in their career.” 

Work on the spa will start in six to eight weeks 
time and should be finished in time for 
Christmas. 

There were 15 votes in favour of the develop¬ 
ment and no objections.

After the unexpected decline in Q4 2014, the market has shown signs of returning to 
growth and it would not be unexpected for the trend of the last year to be repeated as 
the region continues to improve in tandem with London. Advertised rents ended the 
period at £1,259, over £87 in excess of the same quarter of 12 months prior. 

Despite not growing to the same degree as the market in the capital, the South East 
was one of the most consistent regions in the country in Q1 2015 and the general trend 
for the market was one of steady growth. Average rents improved by over £100 in a 
yearly comparison, a pattern which could very well be repeated. 

The number of new properties increased substantially in January and then rose more 
modestly each month in Q1 2015. By March the region contributed 14,928 properties 
to the market, more than any other region. In line with the national and seasonal trend 
the average asking price dipped in Q4 2014. 

Despite this seasonal dip, the average asking price rose each month in Q1 2015, 
surpassing the level seen in October, breaking the £350,000 mark in March to reach a 
record high of £350,695. Properties took longer to sell at the end of 2014, as is 
expected in the run up to Christmas. Following this they took place more and more 
quickly in Q1 2015. 

By March they were selling in just 66 days, the fastest average selling time in the 
country. This is the first instance where selling times have been faster than 
in the capital. 

Mark Newman Director, Think Property commented: “The sales and rental markets in 
the South East have seen steady growth over the past year and average asking prices 
have risen each month in Q1. There’s good motivation for buyers and investors to get 
involved in the market in the South East as rental prices have also increased in this 
area.”

Qh We recently 
had an offer 
accepted on a 
property, only to 
be gazumped 
several weeks 
into the buying 
process. Is there 
any action we can 
take against the 
agent? 

A. The first point to make 
is that gazumping is not 
illegal - despite regular 
calls from consumer 
groups and certain 
politicians for it to be 
made so. The fact is that 
under our system, nothing is legally binding 
on either seller or buyer until exchange of 
contracts. Up to that point, both parties are 
entirely free to change their minds. 

As for whether gazumping is morally 
wrong, that rather depends on your point of 
view. After all, the people doing the 
gazumping will presumably view it as 
nothing more than a perfectly legitimate 
use of their greater buying power, while 
sellers may simply see it as part of the 
process of securing the best possible price 
for their home. 

Not that I condone gazumping in the least. 
It can be very distressing indeed - though 
arguably no more so than it is for a seller to 
be “gazundered. This is the term given to 
the practice favoured by a certain type of 


buyer, who cynically 
waits until just before 
contracts are 

exchanged, before 
suddenly pulling their 
original offer and 
substituting a new, lower 
one. 

Which brings me to the 
final part of your 
question. And, without 
knowing the precise 
details of your case, I put 
it to you that the agent 
was probably entirely 
blameless. After all, it is 
the vendor who decides 
which offer to accept, 
while estate agents 
themselves are legally 
bound to continue 
passing on all offers, 
right up to exchange. 

But, you may argue, surely any agent on a 
percentage fee has a direct financial 
interest in gazumping? Well, no. 
Remember, we only get paid when a sale 
actually completes - and that takes quite 
long enough as it is. No agent I have ever 
met would willingly switch horses in mid¬ 
transaction for the sake of a few extra 
pounds, several weeks or even months 
later! 

Ultimately, your only defence against being 
gazumped is 1) to make your first offer your 
very best offer, and 2) to ensure you are 
ready to proceed to exchange of contracts 
as quickly as possible. The shorter the time 
a transaction takes, the fewer opportunities 
for abuses, by either party. 

In short - be prepared!

Landlord Question 

How and when should I increase my tenants rent? 

Think Property Answer 

With so much talk in the media of rising rents you wouldn’t be alone if you were itching 
to ask your tenants for an increase, but you need to be wary of appearing too greedy, 
which might drive decent tenants away. Before you do anything, look at asking prices of 
similar properties in your area on rental sites like Rightmove and Zoopla to make sure that 
rents really have risen. If you’re sure your property is worth more than you’re getting, then 
write to your tenant to suggest an increase, but make sure you do this at an appropriate 
time. 

If they’re on a fixed-term contract without a break-clause, you’ll have to wait until that 
contract comes to an end before you can increase the rent. This rule applies even if 
you’ve recently improved the property, such as installing a new bathroom or replacing 
old furniture. You should write to the tenant a couple of months before the end of their 
contact offering to renew the tenancy but at a higher price. 

Where there is a break clause in the contract, you can increase the rent at the point of the 
break, but only with the tenant’s agreement and this can’t be within the first six months of 
the lease. 

If you have a periodic tenancy (which rolls on week by week or month by month), you 
can increase the rent at any time as long as you give the tenant a months’ notice. You can 
only raise the rent once every 12 months unless the tenant agrees to further increases. 
However, you need to weigh up whether the extra income you might earn is worth the 
extra cost and hassle of finding a new tenant. Even if you market your property yourself, 
you’ll still have advertising costs and you might have to pay for a new inventory, check-in 
and check-out reports and a new tenancy agreement.

A TEAM of swimmers who completed a gru¬ 
elling 22-mile swim across the English Channel 
hope to raise £7,500 for Havens Hospices. 

George Baker, Caroline Maguire, Michael 
Crabb, Mike Jordan, Claire Woodward and 
Morgan Reddish took it in turns to swim for an 
hour at a time, clocking up three hours each 
before they reached the coast of northern France. 

They left Dover at midnight on Saturday and 
reached Cap Griz Nez the following afternoon, 
swimming through a thunderstorm. 

Mike, 52, from Hockley, who is a member of 
Chalkwell Redcaps Swimming Club and 
Benfleet Running Club, said: “I help train 
Havens Hospices marathon team and when some¬ 
one at the Redcaps suggested the cross-Channel 
swim I put my name down. 

“We trained for about nine months throughout 
the winter so the water wasn’t as cold as we had 


been training in which was good. 

“The swim went well although we got caught in 
a thunderstorm half-way through which was 
interesting. 

“Towards the end the tide changed and we real¬ 
ly had to fight through every metre but I think I 
would do it again, after Eve had a rest.” 

The group was supported on the challenge by a 
Channel Swimming and Piloting Federation boat 
and pilots, a governing body for English Channel 
swimming that is recognised by both English and 
French authorities. 

It is the first time the hospice has offered a 
cross-Channel swim as one of its challenges but 
something the charity is looking to repeat in 2016 
for those brave enough.

PrimeTime film review 



ANT-MAN (12A, 117 mins) 

A lthough its ambi¬ 
tions are grander than 
the incredible shrinking 
hero of the title, the latest 
franchise in the cluttered 
Marvel Comic universe is 
refreshingly modest com¬ 
pared to the computer-gen¬ 
erated bombast of The 
Avengers. 

The script, initially penned 
by Edgar Wright and Joe 
Cornish, and was then 
revised by Adam McKay 
and Paul Rudd when 
Peyton Reed replaced 
Wright in the director's chair, 
leans heavily on deadpan 
humour. 

That changing of the film- 
making guard in 2014 has 
not negatively impacted on 
Ant-Man. 

Reed's boisterous action 
adventure is anchored by a 
winning lead performance 
from Rudd, who made his 
mark as Phoebe's boyfriend 
in the sitcom Friends. 

Here, the actor flexes his 
comic muscles, as well as his 
abs and pecs, which are 
flaunted in an obligatory 
scene of toplessness to 
prove he hit the gym for the 
role. 

When Rudd's unlikely hero 
is invited to become Ant- 


Man and save the world, his 
considered response is: "I 
think our first move should 
be calling The Avengers." 

Sensible. 

Cat burglar Scott Lang 
(Rudd) is released from San 
Ouentin Penitential^ and 
resolves to go straight for the 
sake of his daughter Cassie 
(Abby Ryder Fortson). 

He shares an apartment 
with former cellmate Luis 
(Michael Pena) but struggles 
to find gainful employment. 

Desperate to pay child 
support to his despairing 
ex-wife (Judy Greer), Scott 
agrees to one lucrative heist 
set up by Luis and two pals 
(David Dastmalchian, Tip 
"T.l." Harris). 

Unfortunately, the robbery 
lands Scott in a police cell, 
under the glare of Maggie's 
new beau, Detective Paxton 
(Bobby Cannavale). 

Inventor Hank Pym 
(Michael Douglas) offers 
Scott a way out if he agrees 
to don a superhero outfit, 
which shrinks the wearer at 
the touch of a button. 

Aided by Hank's feisty 
daughter (Evangeline Lilly), 
Scott masters the suit and 
learns to mind-control four 
species of ants. 

Humans and insects take 
on Hank's former protege, 


Darren Cross (Corey Stoll), 
who has replicated the Ant- 
Man technology for his 
Yellowjacket suit, which he 
intends to sell to the highest 
bidder: Hydra. 

Ant-Man mines a rich vein 
of humour to underscore 
the high-speed acrobatics. 

The 3D format is only 
noticeable when Scott acti¬ 
vates the suit and seemingly 
benign household features, 
like a running tap, become 
life-or-death obstacles a la 
Honey I Shrunk The Kids. 

Director Reed has great fun 
juxtaposing perspectives, 
especially in a showdown on 
a child's train set that is 
thrilling close-up, with car¬ 
riages crashing off tracks, but 
laughably pedestrian when 
witnessed actual size. 

Rudd invests his reformed 
do-gooder with charm and 
chutzpah, and Douglas and 
Lilly provide solid support as 
the feuding father-daughter 
dynamic destined for recon¬ 
ciliation. 

"This isn't some cute tech¬ 
nology like the Iron Man 
suit," Hank tells Scott about 
his invention. 

Perhaps not, but this first 
salvo of Ant-Man is almost 
as entertaining.

Motoring 

Fuss-free spacious city runaround

THE Celerio is the latest offering from 
Japanese manufacturer Suzuki. 

It replaces two models that have had 
decent success in the UK - the Alto city car 
and the Splash supermini. 

With the new Vitara having just arrived, the 
company's UK range is now in good shape 
and the brand is hoping the Celerio will 
recover from the original launch recall snag. 

The Celerio has a starting price of £7,999 
and offers a substantial amount of space for 
the money. 

The interior is capable of seating five 
thanks to the roomy cabin which has been 
created by a longer wheelbase and a high 
roofline. 

City cars never offer huge boots but the 
Suzuki is larger than the average with 254 
litres being available for luggage or the shop¬ 
ping. 

Two powertrains are currently available 
both in 1.0-litre form. The more expensive 
Dualjet technology engine offers greater 
torque and performance with a claimed 
78.4mpg and emissions of just 84g/km. 

This car came with the cheaper 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder petrol engine with low C02 
emissions of 99g/km and a claimed fuel 
consumption figure of 65.7 miles per gallon. 

The Suzuki Celerio isn’t going to win any 
beauty contests but it is better looking than 
the models it replaces. It cannot match 


some of its rivals for style but it does offer a 
high level of standard equipment so person¬ 
alisation options are limited largely to the 
colour you choose. 

All models - even the basic SZ3 - come 
with alloy wheels and body-coloured 
bumpers, while the top-spec SZ4 tested 
adds colour-coded mirrors, a chrome grille 
and front fog lights. Inside, all versions get 
DAB and Bluetooth, as well as air condition¬ 
ing, a USB connection and CD player. 

The plastic materials used in the cabin are 
on the cheap side to keep costs down but 


everything is well screwed together and the 
instruments and controls are clear and easy 
to use. 

The Celerio is not as much fun to drive as 
its Swift sibling but it is a sound choice for 
people who want a no-fuss, usable city car. 

The elevated driving position gives you a 
good view of the road and it does have a 
great turning circle, making it ideal for town 
use. 

The ride is quite smooth, although you do 
feel it suffers when you hit larger bumps. 

The steering is light - if lacking in feed¬ 


back - and it is easy to manoeuvre in tight 
spots. 

It takes the 67bhp 1.0-litre around 13 sec¬ 
onds to reach 62mph and it has a top 
speed of 96mph. 

It feels surprisingly fizzy around town but it 
needs to be worked fairly hard to get up to 
motorway speeds. 

You do feel the lack of power on hills but 
otherwise it is responsive and quick enough 
to keep up with town traffic. 

The Celerio is available in a choice of six 
colours, five of which are metallic options 
and one solid colour. 

Its low emissions mean no road tax and 
only £1,000 differs the entry-level SZ3 model 
from the top trim SZ4. 

Overall the Celerio is worth a look if you 
are in the market for a no-nonsense city car 
that does the job without any fuss.

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From 27 July 2015, Southend-on-Sea Borough Council and NHS 
Southend Clinical Commissioning Group are changing the way they 
use health and social care data in Southend. 


This will bring major benefits to patients and also 
help make sure the right health and social care 
services are provided in the borough. 
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is one of 14 areas made 'Pioneers' by the 
Government in 2013. The key aim of the 
Pioneer programme is to integrate the delivery of health and social 
care services. This is to ensure patients receive one package of care 
delivered by a single multidisciplinary team rather than multiple health 
and social care services delivered by different teams. Data sharing is an 
important part of this. This data sharing scheme has two parts. 



Part One 

There are about 4,000 people in Southend 
who have a health record and a social care 
record. For the first time, these two records 
will be linked. 

• AGP will be able to see the social care their 
patient receives 

• A social worker will be able to see relevant 
health services their client receives 

• The GP and social worker will be able to work 
more closely to join-up services and ensure 
they are delivered as a single package of care 


Part Two 

Patient data held by GPs will be 
uploaded to an NHS approved 
third party provider once a 
month and will be anonymised. 
This high-level data will be used 
to see which health and social 
care services are being used 
across the borough. Integrated 
health and social care for the 
people of Southend will be 
designed and commissioned 
using this data.

"We all strive to provide the 
highest standards of care but 
I know how much better it 
would be if our social workers 
could share information with 
an individual's GP. We could 
plan care jointly and deliver a 
single package of care rather 

than delivering multiple health and social care services 
separately. We are confident the end result will be a much 
better service which will benefit the people of Southend." 
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Why did you want to do this? 

Thousands of people in Southend 
receive multiple care services with health 
services delivered by the NHS and social 
care delivered by the Council. Currently 
these services are delivered separately with 
little communication between the teams 
involved. This means a patient's care may be 
disjointed and this could result in avoidable 
and unnecessary emergency admissions to 
hospital. Certainly, patients in this situation 
say they find it frustrating that they have to 
keep repeating their circumstances to different 
professionals from different organisations. 
Wouldn't it be better to have all of those 
services delivered by a single team? 


What did the approval process 
involve? 

There is an organisation created by 
the Health Research Agency in 2013 
called the Confidentiality Advisory 
Group (CAG).lt is an independent 
advisory body which includes GPs, 
information governance experts 
and health professionals. Its role is 
to take a strong and challenging 
ethics position during the application 
process for data sharing and to ensure 
any agreed data sharing is consistent 
with legislation. The Secretary of 
State for Health only gave Southend 
permission to take this project 
forward once the CAG was satisfied 
all of its conditions had been met. 


So what have you done so far? 

As part of our Pioneer work, the Council and 
CCG recently created a joint commissioning 
directorate and are developing multi-disciplinary 
teams working across both health and social care. 
The aim is to ensure people with multiple needs 
receive a single package of care encompassing 
all of their health and social services. This is a 
new and innovative way of working and data 
sharing is a very necessary part of it. 


Is everyone's data being used? 

No. It does not include children, 
patients with a mental illness or learning 
difficulty or any sexual health data. It 
also excludes those patients who have 
opted-out at their GP practice. 


Has this been done before? 

No. Southend is the first area in the country to 
have a legal basis to share information in this 
way. It is for one year only, and information 
will not be shared outside of the Southend 
system. Partly through successful data sharing, 
we hope Southend-on-Sea will create a 
model of integrated care which can then be 
replicated in other parts of the country. 


Can I opt out of the scheme? 

Yes. All you need do is tell your GP. 
You don't even have to give a reason 
You can opt back in again at a later 
date should you wish to. 
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"There are many initiatives within the public sector 
which are specifically about 
saving money This scheme 
is not one of them. Indeed, 
there may be occasions 
when, through integrated 
working, we identify that 
a patient has additional 
needs not currently being 
met and this 
could actually 
increase the 
cost of their 


care.
